General Marshall, In hij. report on tlio war, said: 
". . . At the stmc time German technological 


advances such as In the development- of atomic 
cxploslve.i made It Imperative that we attack be- 
fore these terrible weapons could be turned against 
us. : . ." 


Perhaps notliinc more clearly states the case 


against the May-Johnson bill which Is being forced 
through Congress by a military cabat. The Ger- 
man technological advances in atomic fission wor- 
ried General Marshall and the joint chiefs of staff 
before v/e used the atomic bomb and perhaps even 
before we had it. It was no secret then, except 
in the cnginceriiiB features developed in this coun- 
try. 
Have we killed every German scientist who 


worked on atomic fission? 
Have we destroyed 


every piece of German literature on the subject? 
Have we left no one alive or nothing to' read? 
Why then is so much emphasis put on a secrecy 
about the already known that it is necessary 
lo 


pass so totalitarian an act as the May-Johnson 
hill? 


Again, to quote General Marshall: 
'The 'only effective' defense a nation can now 


maintain is the power of attack. And that power 
cannot be in machinery alone. There must IK men 
to man the machines. And there must be men to 
come to close grips with the enemy and tear his 
opcratiiiE base and his productive establishment 
away from him before the war can end." 


Granted that that is in a large measure cor- 


rect, how docs that judgment affect our proposi- 
tion that American science should be shackled by 
an Act of Congress, that American scientists shall 
only be permitted to do research under a license 
issued by a commission while all the rest of the 
world continues its researches unhampered? How 
is that statement related to the purposes of the 
May-Johnson bill? 


Many American scientists of note have.stated 


that the May-Johnson bill will make further re- 
search, not only in this but in many fields, impos- 
sible. They also contend, and this is most signifi- 
cant, that German research in .atomic fission: led 
Iho v.-orld up to 30 years ago when'the Nazis be- 
gun to Interfere with it politically on a totalitarian 
basis similar to the May-Johnson bill. Since then, 
German research has receded and we ultimately 
defeated them in the race. Do these politicians 
want to produce the same result as Hitler's In this 
country? Have we defeated Hitler only to imitate 
his obscurantist methods? 


This is no small matter and should not be 


passed over lightly. Men who are not qualified to 
read a single report on this subject are passing 
judgment on what is and what is not secret about 
it. I have heard-it claimed that they have some 
scientists on their side and that they requested 
these scientists to help them draft this' totalitarian 
bill. If that is true, let those particular scientists 
stand up in open meeting to defend their position 
Up to now, they seem to be all that is secret about 
atomic fission.

Several nights ago, I spoke 


about the functions of the City 
court and the duties'of the City 
Judge. 


I pointed out to.you then.the 


importance of the Court in 
the 


community and - how your City 
Judge could make that Court more 
effective. I also pointed out how 
the effectiveness of the Court de- 
pends lo a very great extent upon 
the person whom you select 
as 


your City Judge. I gave two or 
three illustrations for the purpose 
of giving you some idea as to the 
type and kind of problems which 
the City Judge is frequently called 
upon .to solve.--The; greater part 
of. those problems involve human 


City Judge, to be in Court on time 
so that those who-have business 
with the Judge or Court, may 
transact it promptly and so re- 
turn to their daily duties as quick- 
ly as possible. I shall continue to 
do that.

The members of the Police De- 


partment, the officials of govern- 
mental agencies, whether in the 
City or County, witnesses, liti- 
gants, and all other people who 
find it necessary to seek the ad- 
vice of the City Judge, should feel 
free at all times .to go into the 
City Court, sec and speak with 
the City Judge concerning "those 
problems about which they feel he 
may he able to give advice and 
counsel. They have a right to ex- 
pect—they have a right to demand 
from the City Judge th»t they be 
received and treated courteously 
and listened to with patience and 
attention. They have a right to be 
treated as human beings. I have 
always tried to do this when sit- 
ting as your Special City Judge 
and I shall always endeavor to do 
just that! 


I like to think of our City Couri 


not as the "poor man's" Court but 
as a court belonging to all of the 
people of Kingston, whether a la- 
borer, carpenter, housewife, pipe 
fitter, clerk, business man, banker, 
lawyer or doctor—no matter what 
Ihe calling, they are entitled, to 
have the Court and the Judge 
serve them because it ii then- 
Court—your court. 


The housewife or mother may 


nave a problem affecting family 
relations; the banker, a problem 
concerning the larceny of funds 
through lh» fraudulent use of 
checks: the business man. a prob- 
lem arising from his business re- 
lations with others; the carpenter, 
a wage matter; all »l some time or 
other find it necessary to »o to the 
City Court or to the City Judge 
for hcip and assistance.
